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We’ve been left in the cold 


Furious Maypole customers forced to cancel or rearrange events following sudden closure 


THE Maypole Sports & Social Club 
remains boarded up and gated off this 
week as staff, members and those with 
pre-booked events at the club are left to 
deal with the aftermath of its shock 
closure. 

The first event to be cancelled at the 
Maypole was Maria Sherlock’s 40th 
birthday party. The celebrations were 
booked for Saturday (July 13) - only four 
days after the club’s sudden closure. 

“I had just stepped off the plane, after 
going on my honeymoon, at quarter past 
six on Wednesday morning to find my 
party was no more as the club had 
closed. It was just absolute chaos,” Mrs 
Sherlock, of East Park, said. 

“I was stunned when I found out - I 
didn’t know what to do. We had about 
110 people invited, a DJ booked and had 
just lost our venue. 

“Jeff Boucher [The Maypole’s 
chairman] was fantastic, though. He 
gave our deposits back and he told me he 
had been able to transfer the party to 
Paringdon Sports Club” 

She added: “I had my 30th at the 
Maypole and was looking forward to 
having my 40th there and it was very 
stressful to come back to something like 
that.

“But I really feel for the people at the 
Maypole who have lost their club.” 

Gemma Palmer, who only joined the 
Maypole the Friday before its closure, 
had booked the club to host her son’s 
christening reception on August 18. She 
has now been left with less than a month 
to find a new venue. 

The mother-of three said: “I booked the 
reception in March before my son was 
even born as I wanted to be organised. 
The staff contacted me immediately to 
arrange repayment of my deposit but I 
have 100 people coming and no idea 
where to go. 

“We only joined the Maypole recently 
so didn’t get much of a chance to enjoy it 
but were looking forward to utilising a 
family friendly place that was local to 
us.” 

The Star understands that the facilities 
will be demolished to make way for a 
new road linking the B1184 to the 
Newhall development in a bid to improve 
the area’s transport links ahead of the 
impending development of the town’s 
Enterprise Zone. 

Ms Palmer, who lives less than 300 


yards from the venue said the prospect 
of a new road also concerned her. 

“The original plans showed to us when 
we bought our house in January showed 
the road much further away - we were 
also told that it would be at least 200m 
from our house. 

“If this is now incorrect and the road 
will cross the Maypole site the high 
levels of pollution will directly affect my 
young family. We have just completed a 
full refurbishment on our property and 
would struggle to afford to move as well 
as cope with that logistically.” 

“It has been dealt with terribly - with 
unnecessary upset of the staff, members, 
and neighbourhood. No-one has 
contacted us to let us know any work is 
beginning or when this will occur,” she 
added. “We feel very unsupported as 
newcomers to Harlow and have no idea 
where to start in obtaining more 
information or challenging anything 
that has changed from the original plans 
that negatively affects us.” 

Harlow Town Football Club have been 
inundated with calls since the Maypole’s 
closure with birthdays, christenings, 
and wedding events looking to find

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Police investigate 
indecent assaults 

POLICE are hunting a man who 
indecently assaulted two young 
women in Harlow in the space of a 
few hours. 

Both sexual assaults took place on 
Kiln Lane in the Church Langley area 
of the town on Monday, July 15. 

The first incident happened at 
12:30pm when a man ran up behind 
an 18-year-old woman and touched 
her breast before running off again. 

The second assault happened within 
metres of the first at 8:30pm. The 
suspect placed his hands on the 
breasts of a 23-year-old woman 
before, again, running off. 

Investigating Officer PC Andrew 
Christian said: “This is a rather 
bizarre set of assaults and, as it 
happened on the ring road of Church 
Langley, we’re hoping that passing 
motorists as well as other passers-by 
would have seen one or both 
incidents. 

“Furthermore, we’re appealing for 
anyone who believes they know the 
young man from the description 
provided, especially with the rather 
distinctive-coloured clothing.” 

The assailant is described as white, 
in his mid-late teens and of slim 
build. He is approximately 5ft 9ins tall 
and was wearing an aqua-blue 
T-shirt, grey jogging bottoms and 
white trainers on both occasions. 

Anyone with information on these 
sexual assaults is urged to contact 
investigating officers at Harlow police 
station on 101. 

Police drop probe 
into woman’s death 

POLICE have closed their investigation 
into the death of a Harlow woman after a 
post-mortem examination ruled out foul 
play. 

The 25-year-old was found dead at a 
property in Jocelyns at around 1pm on 
Sunday, July 14. 

Police had initially treated the death as 
suspicious, arresting a 38-year-old 
Harlow man at the scene. 

He was later released on police bail 
pending the results of a post-mortem 
examination, which was carried out on 
Monday morning. 

However, the autopsy results ruled out 
death in suspicious circumstances, and 
the man was released from his bail by 
police. 

They have since confirmed they will 
take no further action against him. 

A file will now be prepared for the 
coroner ahead of an inquest to open in 
due course.

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Allotment sowing 
the seeds of love 


A GREEN-FINGERED mum is 
hoping to provide free food to 
hard-up residents after 
“reclaiming” a neglected patch 
of public land to set up her own 
community allotment. 

Fed up with walking past 
mounds of rubbish and dog 
mess every day, Cassandra 
Lewis, of Five Acres, took it upon 
herself to clean up a parcel of 
land behind garages on her 
estate - and has now trans¬ 
formed the area into a thriving 
vegetable patch. 

“This bit of land used to be a 
complete eyesore - there was lit¬ 
ter everywhere and it was cov¬ 
ered with dog poo,” she told the 
Star. 

“I got so sick of seeing it in such 
a state that I decided to do some¬ 
thing about it. I’d read about 
people setting up community 
allotments in their neighbour¬ 
hood so I just thought ‘why not 
give it a go?’. 

“A couple of days later, we’d

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planted our first seeds - and it’s 
just snowballed from there.” 

The allotment now boasts two 
polytunnels housing everything 
from runner beans and toma¬ 
toes to chillies and melons - and 
Cassandra has no plans to stop 
there. 

“It was just me and the kids at 
first, but after word spread 
about what we were trying to do, 
more and more people got 
involved, either by helping us 
plant or by donating money or 
seeds,” she said. 

“One of the nicest things has 
been the sheer number of peo¬ 
ple living in my neighbourhood 
who I’ve got to know through 
this. 

“I’ve spoken to more of my 
neighbours in the past few 
weeks than I have in all the 
years I’ve lived here!” 

The group have now set up 


their own Facebook page 
encouraging likeminded resi¬ 
dents in other parts of the town 
to join their “food revolution”. 

“With so many hard-up people 
out there struggling to pay for 
their food, this is the perfect 
way to help the needy while 
encouraging community cohe¬ 
sion,” Cassandra added. 

“We’re fully aware that we’ll 
eventually need to get an offic- 
ail licence from the council, but 
hopefully this will be exactly the 
sort of thing they will want to 
encourage across the town.” 

A Harlow Council spokesman 
told the Star the authority was 
“keen” to meet with the group. 

“The council is keen to find out 
more about this project and how 
we might be able to help,” he 
said.

OFT into investigating allega¬ 
tions of oil price manipulation. 

He added: “I will continue to 
push this and I plan to do that 
more so in Parliament up until its 
closure for the summer next 
week and when it reopens in 


September so that we can bring 
fuel prices down for motorists in 
Harlow and across the country.” 

The petition, which collected 
over 30,000 signatures in just five 
days, calls for a “full and trans¬ 
parent” inquiry into the oil pric¬ 
ing process. 

FairFuelUK spokesman 
Quentin Willson added: 
“Regulators in Europe and 
America are now actively investi¬ 
gating oil price manipulation, yet 
the relevant UK bodies, it seems, 
do nothing. 

“EU and US regulators have 
acted swiftly yet our regulators 
say everything in the world of oil 
prices is fine. 

“There’s too much disquiet and 
whistle-blower testimony to 
leave the subject of oil price 
manipulation alone. Something 
needs to be done now.”

Mum was first-ever 
patient at hospital

T he early days of Princess 
Alexandra Hospital, 
covered in last week’s 
Nostalgia, sparked lots of 
memories for our readers who 
shared their experiences of 
PAH’s beginnings with us. 

Reader Sue Rowley’s mother 
was one of the first Ward 
Hostesses on Harvey Ward, and 
her aunt followed suit shortly 
afterwards by taking up the 
same role on the maternity ward. 

Mrs Rowley, who now lives in 
South Yorkshire, said: “We 
moved to Harlow in the 60s 
when I was 11 as my dad was 
part of the self-build group. 

“My mother was a ward 
hostess on Harvey Ward. It was a 
general purpose job and she 
gave patients any help needed.” 
The retired teacher added: “I 
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know she really enjoyed her 
work. She was at PAH for about 
ten years and I remember her 
primrose yellow cotton dress, 
which was the uniform then.” 

Christine Reid’s mother 
Margaret Simpson - who is now 
91 - has a different connection 
with the hospital. “My mother 
was PAH’s first-ever patient,” 
Christine said. 

“She had been at St Margaret’s 
in Epping and was moved to 
PAH when it opened. She’d been 
very ill at Christmas but by the 
time she moved to Harlow, she 
was much better. 

“She got very sick after an 
allergic reaction but she was 
always happy and never 


concerned about it all. She later 
worked for PAH as part of the 
sterilising department.” 

Linda Baalham (61), a retired 
qualified nurse, completed her 
nursing training at the new 
hospital from 1970-1973. She 
said: “I was 18 and a half when I 
started training in September 
1970 and applied to PAH. I loved 
the training very much, it was 
strict but fair. 

“We learned a lot by hands-on 
working on the wards but the 
weeks in school were important 
for the theory. 

“I got my first job when I 
qualified on Nightingale Ward, 
and after six months I moved to 
Lister, which was men’s surgical 
at that time. 

“I even met my husband at PAH, 
who was a senior nurse manager!”

T he summer is finally here with a bang 
weather-wise. Whilst it’s great to have the 
hot sun overhead, the heat provides 
opportunities for thieves. It’s tempting to leave 
a window at home open if just popping out, or 
to leave the car window open when visiting 
friends or shopping, but it only takes a few 
seconds for someone to steal your property. 
Your phone, bag, laptop or even your 
sunglasses are all tempting to thieves. Lock up 
properly whenever you can. 

here has been a slight rise in house 
burglaries in the past few weeks which 
perhaps echoes what I have already written.

More 
importantly your teenager could be putting 
themselves at risk, so please check where they 
are and who they are with.

Suzy Stride: Investment is key to 
tackling youth unemployment 


A THIRD of unemployed 
young people feel they have 
‘no chance’ of ever getting a 
job according to a recent sur¬ 
vey by The University and 
College Union - a figure 
Labour parliamentary hope¬ 
ful Suzy Stride has described 
as “heartbreaking”. 

The survey, which was car¬ 
ried out by ComRes and com¬ 
missioned as part of the 
union’s Knowledge Economy 
campaign, questioned over 
1,000 unemployed 16 to 
24-year-olds who are not in 
education, employment or 
training. 

More than 88 per cent of 
those questioned wanted to 
work or study and just over 


two-thirds believed they 
could contribute a lot to soci¬ 
ety - if they got the right sup¬ 
port. 

Ms Stride, pictured below, 
said: “I feel incredibly pas¬ 
sionate about youth aspira¬ 
tion. Essentially we need to 
be investing far more in 
NEET programmes, we 
need the right policies 
on the economy so 
that there are jobs for 
young people.” 

In the East of 
England there are 
an estimated 88,000 
young people with¬ 
out work, training 
or in education. 

Ms Stride, who 


recently met with youngsters 
living at Occasio House to 
discuss unemployment, said: 
“Every young person I met 
wanted to work. 

“They need to get skills but 
they cannot get jobs to get the 
skills - it’s a vicious circle. 

Labour’s Jobs guaran¬ 
tee will get young 
i people into work. 
^ It worked in the 
past and would 
work again. It’s 
a wise invest¬ 
ment: it gets 
young people 
into work, 
makes them 
i n d e - 
pendent 


and uses their skills to help 
the economy grow. 

She added: “We need to 
invest in Apprenticeships for 
19-year-olds plus, not just 
16-18-year-olds. We need to 
recognize that apprentice¬ 
ships are fantastic but they 
are not a job, and we need 
growth in the economy to 
ensure that at the end of an 
apprenticeship there are jobs 
for young people. 

“There needs to be far more 
investment in training pro¬ 
grams that lead to work and 
we need to have the right 
training in place, partly 
shaped by employers so 
young people are properly 
prepared for work.”

ONE of two men accused of 
robbing a woman of a mobile 
phone in a carjacking in Harlow 
has been cleared of all charges at 
Chelmsford Crown Court. 

Jamie Hunt (20), formerly of the 
Oasis Hotel, Hart Road, Harlow, 
was discharged on Thursday 
(July 11) after no evidence was 
offered against him. 

However, co-accused Craig 
Lynn (25) - who has admitted to 
the robbery - was remanded in 
custody to be sentenced at a later 
date pending the preparation of 
pre-sentence reports.

In addition, Lynn - formerly of 
the Oasis Hotel - was formally 
cleared along with Hunt and 
another man - Terry Fryatt (25), 
of High Street, Stanstead Abbotts 
- on a separate charge of burglary 
relating to the theft of a laptop 
from a room at the Oasis Hotel on 
April 6. 

Charges were brought in both 
matters following the carjacking 
incident in Priory Avenue on 
April 7 when a woman driver was 


dragged from her car by a gang of 
men. 

The victim told police her 
mobile phone was stolen before 
her vehicle was driven off. 

But Prosecutor Richard Stevens 
told the judge there was 
insufficient evidence to proceed 
against Hunt on the robbery 
charge. 

He also offered no evidence 
against the accused on the 
burglary charge, leading Judge 
David Turner to formally record 
not guilty verdicts for all three 
men. 


Superfast broadband to 
be rolled out across Essex 


Essex cocaine gang 
jailed following bust 


ESSEX County Council’s 
cabinet is poised to 
press ahead with the 
next stage of its 
Superfast Broadband 
project. 

The decision was 
taken by members at a 
meeting on Tuesday, 
and means the authori¬ 
ty will soon be in a posi¬ 
tion to announce a pre¬ 
ferred bidder and sign a 
contract for delivery. 

The council has been 
in the tender process 
since May 2013 and 
waiting for a response 
from suppliers by this 
Friday (July 19). The 
green light from the 


cabinet means that 
work can now begin as 
soon as the contract has 
been signed. 

Essex County Council 
deputy leader Kevin 
Bentley said, “I am 
pleased that we are now 
one step closer to bring¬ 
ing superfast broad¬ 
band to parts of the 
county that currently 
do not get this service. 

“When the partner is 
announced, I will 
ensure that we work 
closely with them and 
share all the informa¬ 
tion we have gathered 
through the Make the 
Connection survey.” 


FOUR members of an 
organised crime gang 
in Essex were jailed for 
a total of 47 years after 
police made the 
largest ever cocaine 
seizure in the county. 

Officers from the 
Kent and Essex Serious 
Crime Directorate 
(SCD) investigated the 
activities of the south 
Essex-based crooks 
between June and 
October last year and 
subsequently seized 
25kg (551b) of cocaine 
worth £2m and more 
than £375,000 cash. 

The drugs were to be 
distributed across 


Essex, Kent and 
Merseyside, hidden in 
commercial vehicles. 

At Chelmsford Crown 
Court last Thursday, 
ringleader Luke 
Shubert (31) of 
Glenwood, Bowers 
Gifford, near Basildon, 
was sentenced to 15 
years in prison. 

TobyJones(29) of 
Brook End, Epping, 
and Richard Gamon, 
(30), of Link Road, 
Canvey, were jailed for 
11 years while Michael 
Enever (44), of Brook 
Parade, Chigwell, was 
handed a 10-year 
term.

Ambulance service rolls 
out new response cars 


Vaccination warning 

as measles cases rise 


THE first of the brand 
new 999 vehicles 
announced by the East 
of England Ambulance 
Trust (EEAST) in May 
this year will roll out 
across the region from 
next week. 

In all it will be taking 
delivery of 110 new 
Skoda Scout response 
cars from Thursday, 
July 25. This follows an 
investment of £14m in 
new ambulances and 
£2.3m on the trust’s 
response car fleet. 

EEAST plans to 
introduce 145 new 
casualty ambulances 
and 110 rapid response 
cars between now and 
the end of June in 2014. 

Associate director of 
operations support 
Paul Henry said: “We 
are moving as quickly 


as possible to ensure 
these vehicles are on 
the road in a timely 
manner. 

“Our fleet team are 
currently completing 
the procurement 
process and we 
anticipate that 50 of 
the new ambulances 
will be in service 
before Christmas and a 
further 47 coming into 
service during March 
2014. The remaining 48 
are expected to come 
into service between 
May and June 2014.” 

The fleet team has 
also pledged to work 
closely with frontline 
staff to review the 
ambulances’ design 
and specifications to 
ensure they fully meet 
patient and staff 
requirements. 


LATEST figures show 
more cases of measles 
have been confirmed 
across Essex. 

In the Anglia and 
Essex zone there were 
a further six cases on 
top of 36 from January 
to April - higher than 
the total of 37 seen 
during all of 2012. 

Across England as a 
whole cases declined 
in May with 188 
confirmed cases 
compared to 299 for 
April, suggesting that 
the MMR catch-up 
programme maybe 
having an impact, but 
it is too soon to be sure. 

Preliminary figures 
released by Public 
Health England 
estimate that around 
56,000 previously 
unvaccinated 10 to 


16-year-olds in 
England have received 
a first dose of vaccine 
in the catch-up 
programme, and 
around the same 
number of partially 
vaccinated children 
have also received an 
extra dose of MMR. 

PHE estimates that 
around 120,000 extra 
10 to 16-year-olds need 
to have their first MMR 
doses to reach 95 per 
cent uptake of the first 
dose - these are the 
‘priority’ group who do 
not have protection 
against measles, 
mumps or rubella. 

A detailed study of 
the vaccination 
programme is 
expected to be 
completed in the 
autumn.

Guilty Secret

ACTOR/director Dan Powell was 
keeping a secret of his own on the 
opening night of this production - 
playwright Roger Mortimer-Smith 
was in the audience. 

This was only the second amateur 
performance of the complex and 
engaging crime thriller and Roger 
made the journey from south London 
especially to see it. But Dan kept the 
news from his fellow cast members. 

"To say I was nervous was an 
understatement,'' he said. "I didn't 
dare tell the rest of the cast as they 
were already suffering from first night 
nerves! 

"Fortunately, the performance 
went well and Roger stayed behind 
to chat with us. He was very friendly 
and encouraging and really liked our 
production.'' 
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So who e xact l y has som e th i ng to 
hide in Guilty Secret? In a tale of 
kidnap, blackmail, threat, industrial 
espionage and murder, all four of 
the characters are not what they first 
appear to be as the labyrinthine plot 
takes their stories in varying directions, 
eventually bringing them to a shocking 
conclusion. 

With the layers and twists of the plot 
building to its explosive denouement, 
Dan Powell gave a powerhouse of a 
performance as George, the bullish 
"Mr Big'' who's all bombast and 
threats until his plan backfires on him. 

His apparently slow-witted 
accomplice, Lennie, required two 
distinct and separate parts to his 
character and teenage newcomer 
Matt Hunt delivered a skilful portrayal 
of both - the comically pathetic and 


dim cr i m i na l s i d e k i ck at th e b e g i nning 
of the play and the scheming and 
manipulative villain who reappears at 
its conclusion to triumph over both 
George and Charlotte. 

Likewise, Charlotte also presented 
two faces and the versatile Kerry 
Rowland invested both with strength 
and emotion - the desperate and 
quietly hysterical kidnap victim, 
followed by the poised and confident 
trickster.

TO take on a Road Dahl classic like The 
Witches is no mean feat - after all, it is 
almost impossible to emulate some¬ 
thing written as if plucked straight from 
a child's wildest imagination. 

But witches' hats off to Harlow 
Theatre Company for staging an 
adaptation just as spellbinding as 
the much-loved story. 

Directed by father-daughter 
team Kyle and Amy Jaggers, this 
was a production packed full of 
comedy, colour and convincing 
performances. 

Oliver Page played orphan Luke 
- the unnamed hero of the chil¬ 
dren's classic - and provided the 
perfect blend of wide-eyed inno¬ 
cence and stout-hearted resolve to 


make a believable foil to the dastardly 
Grand High Witch, played superbly by 
Alan Grant, and her plot to transform 
to rid England of children. 

The creativity shown in bringing the 
mice to life on stage was impressive and 
added another humorous dimension to 
proceedings, giving the show the play¬ 
ful, surreal edge needed to faithfully 


recreate the thrills and spills of Roald 
Dahl's original tale. 

But the belly laughs came in the form 
of a green Molly Jenkins playing the 
wonderful frog who helps Luke with 
his masterplan. Relishing the chance to 
show off a pitch-perfect French accent, 
she was undoubtedly one of the show's 
shining highlights. 

The whole cast were on top form, 
especially the band of witches with 
their high-pitched cackles and hideous 
masks - wonderful work by make-up 
artist Fauve Thorpe - which actually 
elicited a groan of disgust from the 
audience on first reveal. 

The Witches reached and pulled 
itself over the high bar that 
would have been set by Dahl lov¬ 
ers, and the cast, lights and spe¬ 
cial effects worked well together 
to produce a delightfully devilish 
show for adults and children alike.

The apocalypse is nigh in The World’s End, the 
concluding chapter of director Edgar Wright and 
actor Simon Pegg’s so-called Three Flavours 
Cornetto Trilogy, which began with the hilarious 
Shaun Of The Dead then stuttered with Hot 
Fuzz. 

Alas, the third outing is a charmless exercise 
in male bonding spiked with elements of The 
Stepford Wives as five childhood pals reunite to 
complete a legendary pub crawl in their sleepy 
hometown - only to discover the locals have 
been replaced by robots. 

The film's fictional community of Newton 
Haven boasts the UK's first roundabout, built 
circa 1909, and Wright and Pegg's haphazard 
script fittingly goes round in circles as the co¬ 
writers attempt in vain to bring their hotch¬ 
potch of madcap ideas to satisfying fruition. 

The tone veers wildly between sci-fi, comedy, 
action and horror, anchored by an exuberant 
performance from Pegg as the most instantly 
unlikeable and irritating anti-hero to swagger 
out of British cinema in recent memory. 

A prologue set in June 1990 sketches the 
bonds of friendship between five teenagers, 
who fail to complete a crawl of 12 local pubs, 
culminating in a final glorious pint at The 
World's End. 

Two decades later, the ringleader of that 
motley crew, Gary King (Pegg), decides to bring 
the lads back together to complete the booze- 
fuelled feat known as The Golden Mile. 

With pals Andrew (Nick Frost), Steven (Paddy 
Considine), Oliver (Martin Freeman) and Peter 
(Eddie Marsan), who have all grown up, got 
jobs and settled down, in tow their challenge 
barely gets underway when Gary unmasks 
the strangely emotionless residents as robotic 
doppelgangers and all hell breaks loose. 

The World's End is peppered with cameos, 
none of which produce big laughs or distract 
from implausibilities in the plot. 

Pegg and Frost may have their banter down 
pat, but the visual gags barely raise a smile and 
relationships between the characters are thinly 
sketched.

DESPITE all the recent 
talk of new legislation 
which may see the end 
of the long school 
summer holidays, for the 
moment at least they 
are still in place.

What Do We Have To Do To Sell 


In an increasingly competitive market 
place, we know that as long as your 
property is priced attractively, it will 
sell. However, many people spend a 
fortune on improving their homes 
expecting at least the cost of the 
improvements to be returned to 
them via an increased sale price.

money into subsidising someone s 
purchase, there are simple things 
that can be done to make sure your 
property looks worth the money. 

Much of it relates to lifestyle as much 
as it does to bricks and mortar. For 
example, a thorough spring clean 
complete with the smell of pine 
bleach in the bathroom suggests 
you re proud of your home and care 
for it. Cost? Probably about 20p! 

How about a lick of paint on the 
doors? Stripped floorboards 
generally look better than worn 
carpets, and a day s work in the 
garden pays real dividends. Try new 
light fittings or re-grouting the 
bathroom tiles. Also, remove any 
superfluous items from the garden 
and inside the property, keeping 
your storage areas tidy as well. 

The key is not to rely on your 
prospective buyers intuition! Make it 
easy for them to imagine how 
pleasant it would be to live in your 
property, and you could well prompt 
an early sale.

T raditional amg models have 

been big, brash and brutish in 
their performance delivery. 

However, in the case of the A45 AMG 
model, Mercedes has created a very 
hot hatch, thanks in the main to the 
class-busting 360 horsepower 
produced by its 2.0-litre four- 
cylinder turbo engine.

With all the engine’s power comes 
control. Alongside the car’s 
intelligent all-wheel drive system is a 
three-stage ESP set-up. Aside from 
the default ‘On’ mode, there’s a 
second setting giving the driver 
some leeway before kicking in, with 
a third ‘Off mode promoted as a 
trackday setting. 

Rounding off the powertrain tour 
is a version of Mercedes’ existing 
double clutch gearbox. This seven- 
speed DSG-style gearbox can be left 
in auto or switched to a more 


responsive Sport mode, while 
chunky paddleshifters behind the 
steering wheel give the driver 
complete control in manual mode. 

Figure-hugging sports seats greet 
driver and passenger when you open 
the door, and from the sports- 
themed trim in the cabin it’s clear 
that Mercedes isn’t shy in promoting 
the A45’s performance potential. 
Racy red coloured trim and lots of 
faux carbon fibre are the obvious 
giveaways. 

Still, Mercedes hopes the real thrill 
will be from driving. The A45’s deep 
exhaust note certainly suggests a 
good time will be had by all, yet the 
car is surprisingly civilised if you 
leave everything in its default 
setting. For many this will help make 
it an easy-to-live with all-rounder, 


which is not something you can say 
for some of the more extreme, rock- 
hard riding, traditional hot hatch 
buzz boxes. 

Granted, even in comfort mode you 
do know the A45 is a bit special. It’s 
also quick and boasts a refreshingly 
compliant ride in the context of a 
firmly suspended compact hatch. 

That’s largely down to the value- 
added AMG element, which also 
makes its presence felt through the 
car’s weighty and direct steering. 
Still, leaving the A45 in its default 
settings will mean you’ll fail to reap 
the benefit of its GTI-plus price tag. 

Switch to the gearbox’s Sport mode 
and gearchanges are noticeably 
quicker, plus you’re accompanied by 
four-cylinder versions of AMG’s 
trademark barking, backfiring and 


bellowing exhaust note. The sports 
exhaust experience is a must and the 
aural rewards are impressive 
considering you’re in a car with half 
the normal AMG-tuned cylinder 
count. 

On a demanding A-road with a 
good mix of corners, elevation 
changes and the usual smattering of 
surface imperfections, the A45 does 
an impressive job of remaining 
settled. The car’s steering delivers 
enough weight and feel to inspire 
confidence, while putting 360 
horsepower down isn’t as scary as it 
sounds. 

Despite the presence of an all¬ 
wheel drive system, in reality the 
A45 bias remains largely front- 
driven. This, combined with the 
presence of a four-pot motor, is a 


first for AMG, yet the firm has done a 
good job of making the A-Class feel 
special. 

Although there’s no obvious rear- 
wheel drive bias at any time, power 
to the back wheels - up to 50 per cent 
if needed - comes in smoothly to 
counter any slippage detected up 
front. Just don’t expect lairy tail-out 
adventures of the likes associated 
with a V8-powered E-Class. 

The result of this feisty, compact 
package is a driving experience akin 
to a GTI on steroids when you’re 
pushing hard, and a brisk drive in a 
plush A-Class when you’re not. 

This is performance car motoring 
in an era of downsizing, although 
with the A45 it’s a size, not a cost, 
thing. You’re still paying German 
sports saloon money but the 
wrapper has a more youthful angle - 
something Mercedes is keen to 
exploit as it seeks to encourage more 
people onto the AMG ladder. 

While you still have access to a 
wealth of safety and creature 
comfort equipment in true Mercedes 
style, the A45 promises a more 
accessible and affordable route into 
AMG ownership. It successfully 
balances practicality with manic 
performance, allowing you to 
choose exactly how much of the 
latter you wish to experience. 

And after your first helping of the 
car’s bellowing exhaust note, you’ll 
definitely be back for more.

DRIVING - IT’S A 
REAL PAIN IN THE 
BACK! 



According to figures from 
Backcare, nearly two in three 
Britons suffer from back pain 
every year. Now motoring 
organisation Green Flag is 
urging all motorists to check 
their driving positions to avoid 
causing serious back damage 
or straining their backs whilst 
motoring. Green Flag 
conducted a survey of drivers 
to find out the most common 
mistakes made when sitting 
behind the wheel. 
Spokesperson Nigel Charles 
worth revealed, 'We were 
alarmed by the results of our 
survey, because drivers are 
simply not looking after their 
backs whilst at the wheel. The 
problem starts before even 
setting off, as less than half 
the motorists questioned (44 
%) admitted they never, or 
very rarely, re-adjust the car 
seat when getting into the car, 
even when someone else was 
driving previously.' 

The survey results also 
revealed that over a third of 
male drivers prefer to sit with 
their legs fully extended, 
which could strain back 
muscles as they reach for the 
pedals. In contrast, 32% of 
women admit sitting much 
closer to the wheel, which 
could be equally back for the 
back; being hunched up will 
not give enough support. Not 
only should the distance of the 
seat from the pedals be taken 
into consideration, but also 
the adjustment of the seat 
back will help drivers to sit 
more comfortably and prevent 
damage. Women drivers 
surveyed were especially at 
risk; nearly half (47%) 
admitted that they position the 
back of the seat straight up, 
forcing the back to be too 
upright, which can cause 
shoulder and neck problems. 
To help make driving more 
comfortable and avoid 


suffering from unnecessary 
backache, Green Flag 
recommends motorists make 
the following adjustments to 
their car seats before setting 
off: 

• When sitting in the chair, 
check that your legs are 
slightly bent so that your 
foot can easily press the 
clutch pedal down without 
fully moving your lower back 
or without lifting out of the 
seat. 

• In addition to your legs 
being comfortable, it is 
important that your arms are 
slightly bent whilst holding 
the wheel, to avoid putting 
additional pressure on your 
upper back and shoulders. 

• Do not position the back of 
the chair so that you are 
sitting upright, but try to sit 
so that the back of the seat is 
reclined enough to support 
the whole length of the 
spine. The angle between 
your back and legs should be 
greater than a right angle. 

• Make sure that your knees 
do not come too far up and 
that your hands do not touch 
your legs when moving them 
around the wheel. 

• Check that you can easily 
reach the gear lever and 
driving controls without 
causing any excessive 
movement to your back. • 
Position the base of the 
headrest so that it is level 
with the base of your head.

Osagie coach upbeat ahead of World Champs 


COACH Craig Winrow is confident his protege 
Andrew Osagie can dazzle on his mission to 
Moscow when he makes his World Athletics 
Championships debut next month. 

There were fears the Harlow Athletic Club 
800metres runner might miss out after he 
pulled out of last weekend’s World Trials and 
British National Championships. 

However, the GB selectors have put their faith 
in Osagie (25) by giving him a wildcard to join 
up with the 60-strong squad. 

Craig Winrow told the Star: “He has had a bit 
of a turn on his hamstring which is why he 
could not be at the trials. 

“It was nice that they [the selectors] have put 
their trust in him. We will try and get him fit 
and raring to go over the next three weeks.” 

He added: “He has done well in the Diamond 
League and if he is in as good a shape as he was 
for the Olympics he has got a good chance.” 

Osagie pulled out of the national champion¬ 
ships, an event he won last year to qualify for 
the London Olympics, because of a hamstring 
injury. “Unfortunately not recovered in time to 
defend my British title this weekend. Truly gut¬ 



ted but good luck to everyone compet¬ 
ing at the trials!” tweeted Osagie. 

After a tense few days, not knowing 
whether he would be given a discre¬ 
tionary place at the World 
Championships, Osagie can now rest 
easy after making the squad on 
Tuesday. 

Michael Rimmer won the 
800m at Birmingham in 
Osagie’s absence. It was his 
sixth national title, and he 
was automatically named 
in the GB team. 

However, his winning time 
of 1:47 was two seconds slow¬ 
er than Osagie’s season best. 

In the Russian capital next 
month there will be no 
World Record Holder 
David Rudisha. He is out 
injured, favouring 
Osagie’s chances of win¬ 
ning a medal.

Performance Director Neil Black said: “The 
team selected for GB & NI are a mix of 
defending champions, potential medal¬ 
lists, finalists and some really exciting 
young talents that we see as future medal¬ 
lists. 

“Last weekend’s Sainsbury’s British 
was a brilliant stage for 
trials, and we saw some 
world class performances. 

“It gave the selectors a real 
opportunity to see the ath¬ 
letes in championship mode 
and we were not disap¬ 
pointed.
